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PATTERSON FAINTED WHEN 
IRY REPORTED A DISAGREEMENT 


's Lowyers Confident Slie Wil! Not be 


Tried Fourth Time. 


ACTRESS HAY SOON BE ADMITTED TO BAIL, 


Reported That Last Ballot Early Thursday Morning Stood 


11 for Conviction and One for Acquittal-Nan Says 


She Feels Public Believes Her Innocent 


Of Murder. 


New York, May 4—Tno failure of the 


jurors to reach a verdict m the case of 
Nan Patterson which resulted in their 
discharge early this morning by Re- 
corder Goff, after they had 
reported 


'that they had been unable to agree, 
makes it extremely improbable that 
the girl will ever be called to ttie bar 
again to answer to the charge ot slay- 
ing her lover, Bookmaker Young. 


While the jurors swore themselves 


to secrecy regarding their debbara- 
tions and the ballots, it was learned 
thatxthe last ballots were 11 for man- 
slaughter and one for acquittal. 
The 


lone juror stood out until the end and 
refused to be brought over. 


Miss Patterson had quite recovered 


this morning from her complete col- 
lapse in court where she lay for twelve 
minutes in a dead faint in her coun- 
sel's arms, while the jury was making 
its second and last report that it could 
not agree. When the jurors were dis- 
charged- and had lett the room, the 
prostrated girl was borne trom 
the 


room in the chair in which she had 
fainted. She was restored . to con- 
sciousness "by'a Tombs physyician and 
put to bed, where she fell into a sound 
sleep, awakening much refreshed this 
morning. 


Nan was much depressed 
and was 


quite loathe 
to submit to a short in- 


terview this morning. Her lace was 
deathly ypale and Jier eyes were dull 
and almost expressionless. 


"I wonder what will happen now?" 


she said simply. "I am so disappoint- 
ed at the outcome, which I felt would 
mean absolute acquittal for me, that 
I don't care now. The torture that I 
have undergone and tried to bear so 
patiently has burned into my yheart 
so deep that I hardly believe I can 
feel pain' any more. Will they bring 
me to another trial? I do not know. I 
cannot say. what difference 
can it 


make except to my dear old lather 
and mother? 


"This much I am assured, that a 


jury never can be brought together 
that will convict me. I am innocent 
and I did so want the jury to tell the 
world of my innocence. I tell that the 
public though, believes 
in my inno- 


cence." 


Council for the girl will move at the 


earliest opportunity that she be admit- 
ted to a nominal bail which will not 
be opposed by the district attorney's 
office, it is thought. Later the district 
attorney will move to quash the indict- 
ment, it is believed. 


Though the jury stood 
so over- 


whelmingly 
for 
conviction, which 


would mean a retrial in any other 
case, the public sentiment and sympa- 
thy would swing so strongly to the girl 
three times brought to trial, that the 
purpose of justice itself would be de- 
feated were she called to the bar again. 
General sentiment is strong that jus- 
tice has now been done and a retrial 


would partake of persecution, not pros- 
ecution. 


It was after 1 o'clock this morning 


wlien Recorder GofC received a note 
trom the aurors that they had been un- 
able to agree. He sent for them, and 
after they had taken their places, in 
the jury box he noticed that the de- 
fendant was not in court. He sternly 
demanded to know why the defendant 
was not in court and was informed that 
the accused had gone to bed ill and 
was being dressed by the matron. A 
long wait, heavy with silence, follow- 
ed. A" limp girl, sick with fear, sup- 
ported by a full-faced warden was half 
dragged into cyurt, and sank reeling 
into tier seat, glanced at the jurors an.l 
let her eyes fall to the table. Her 
breath, came m convulsive "gasps and 
the seconds seemed minutes. 


The court asked if there was any 


points in the evidence or on the law 
that the jurors desired enlightenment. 
Forman Aldrich said they were clear 
on every point. The recorder sent 
them back lor a conference to deter- 
mine the possibility of reaching a ver- 
dict. 


The jury retired again at 2 o'clock 


and the defendant was taken to the 
prisoners' pen. Within twenty minutes 
the jury filed solemnly back into court 
and the defendant was again dragged 
in an ulmost completely collapsed state 
to the bar.

feet 
shuffled and 


dragged on the floor and she fell into 
her seat. Her face rested on her hand 


Foreman Aldrich said that they had 


been unable to agree again, and that 
the jurors were clear on the evidence 
and the law. 


"Is this final and absolute?" asked 


the recorder. 


"It is iianl and absolute," replied 


the foreman. 


The girl collapsed and fell back in 


her chair. She had fainted completely 
away. Her counsel put his arms about 
her and'tried to force some 
water 


down her throat, 
while a 
reporter 


tanned her with a newspaper. The re- 
corder had previously ordered that un- 
der no circumstances must any one 
rise in his seat. The aged father sat 
but a few feet away from his daugh- 
ter and was about to rise to go to her 
assistance when he-remembered the 
court's order. * He fell back in 
his 


sear overcome with-anguish. The op- 
eration of justice moved on and mark- 
ed not the incident of the- girl's col- 
lapse. 


The recorder asked the foreman to 


ask the jurors if they all agreed that no 
verdict could be reached and a quiet 
poll was taken each juror nodding his 
head in the affirmative. 
Counsel on 


either side were asked if they had any- 
thing to say. 
Prosecutor 
Rand re- 


plied that he had no reason to doubt 
the statements of the jury and that it 
would be cruelty to lock them up. Rand 
suggested that the jury be discharged.

The law bulletin, containing the decision of the Supreme court on the 


lottery schemes of Cincinnati papers quotes from the decision as follows: 


"The vice of the project (Cincinnati newspaper guessing contests on elec- 


tion results) lies in the payment of money for the 
opportunity to 
win 


more money by a scheme of iiance. 
It is not simply the winning of prizes 


that the statute seeks to ' .ibit. There may be such contests in which 
there is no element of gambling. If the contestant or player risk nothing, 
as where the prizes are offered in school by teachers to scholars for the 
best essay, OR IN SOCIETY BY THE HOST OR 
HOSTESS 
AS AX IN'- 


DUCEMENT TO GUESTS TO ATTEND SOCIAL GATHERINGS AND IN- 
DULGE IN GAMES INNOCENT IN THEMSELVES, THE 
WINNERS TO 


RECEIVE PRIZES AS MATTER OF GRACE OR FAVOR, AND AS RE- 
WARD FOR SKILL, IT IS NOT CONSIDERED THAT THE 
FUNCTION 


EMBRACES ANY GAMBLING ELEMENT. WHATEVER OTHER OBJEC- 
TIONABLE FEATURES, IF ANY, ARE PRESENT.

RUSSIA'S PROSPECT IN FIGHT 


Engagement to lie Decided by Twelve 


Inch Guns-Hero ol Port 


Arthur Is Interviewed. 


St. Petersburg, May 4. — Discussing 


tthe coming naval battle in the orient, 
Captain Von Essen, the 
hero of 


Port 
Arthur, took 
a 
rosy 
view 


of Rojestvensky's prospects and as- 
serted that he had a great advantage 
in many respects over the 
original 


Port Arthur squadron. Captain Von 
Essen declared that the engagement 
between Togo and Rojestveneky wa# 
bound to be at long range. He smiled 
at the idea that the Japanese might 
be able to disorganize or damage the 
Russian squadron by torpedo attacks, 
pointing out the impotency of such 
tactics after the first surprise at Port 
Arthur. "Take the matter of telescopic 
sights, foT instance," said the cap- 
tain, "which are 
indispensable in 


engagements at the extreme ranges 
now usual. The Port Arthur fleet was 
without them and was unable to ob- 
tain the sights on account of the cut- 
ting of communications, while Rojest- 
vensky's guns are all equipped. Fur- 
thermore, we know that Toga's ships 
were severely pounded in the battle of 
Aug. 10. Without taking into consid- 
eration the unavoidable depreciation 
and the fact that, though repaired, it 
was far from being good before the 
battle, the ordnance of the Japanese 
ships suffered especially; and though 
some of the 12-inch guns may have 
been replaced, it is impossible that all 
can have been renewed. Some of the 
smaller guns on the Japanese ships 
actually went to pieces during the en- 
gagement. After the battle we found 
a large piece of the muzzle of one of 
the Japanese lo-centimeter guns on 
board the Sevastopol. The Japanese, 
however, were able to renew their sec- 
ondary armament, having a plant ca- 
pable of building such guns. The bat- 
tle will be decided by the 18-Inch 
guns. One of the lessons learned in 
the present struggle in the far east, is 
the ability of warships to defend them- 
selves against torpedo attacks during 
naval engagements 
After the open- 


Ing sui prises the Japaneae torpedo 
boat flotilla accomplished practically 
nothing until the last act of the naval 
drama, the torpedoing of the Sevasto- 
pol before the surrender of Port. Ar- 
thur, and then it tcok five nights of 
continuous attacks under the most 
favorable conditions — snow squalid, 
etc — to get one of the hundreds of tor-
